cast. Jennings gave a check for this 
£ 150 on a London bank. Although he 
was not elected, he received 
many 


more than the requisite number of 
votes. In the regular course of events 
his check -would have been returned to 
him and all would have been -well, but 
an unforeseen 
complication 
arose. 


Jenninprs had creditors who secured a 
court order restraining the election of- 
ficers from returning the check, and 
established their claims to-the money. 
When the check was sent to the bank 


I by the officials it came back with the 
declaration that Jennings had no ac- 
count there. It developed that ho_ hnd 
given other bogus checks to various 
people to meet his campaign expenses. 


After the, jury had returned its ver- 


dict of guilty, the police told the judge 
the story of Jennings' life. Under the 
practice of the English courts such cvi 
dence .cannot be introduced until the 
jury has passed upon a case, the idea, 
being that testimony if past misdeeds 
would prejudice the jury against a 
prisoner. Jennings had served 
terms 


for similar financial misdeeds in other 
parts of tlie United Kingdom, and for 
some .years ho had been a shining 
light in the upper stratum of London 
crookdom. 


The Evening News thus describes 


the candidate: "He wore an eye glass. 
He wore the silk hat, the morning coat, 
the white spats of the blameless life. 
He arrived in the constituency In a 
Rolls-Royce motor car, and with a 
Rolls-Royce manner all his own."

Each-camp or refugee area, was put 


under a. director and failure to fulfill 
his regulations, the refugees were told, 
would bring a sudden end to their food 
supplies. Each group cf 100 people 
were called on to supply one man each 
day for the sanitation -force. 


They rebelled at first but when the 


measures were carefully explained the 
refugees saw that the forced detail 
was for their own good and resent- 
ment ceased at once 


The sanitary measures are but a 


part of the emergency relief program 
of the American Red Cross for which 
2.600,000 has bec-n spent in the pur- 
chase of food and for medical :rnd 
hospital 'implies.

It would prohibit strikes and lockouts with regard to work- 


ers in public employment whose terms are fixed by law. In 
private employment it would forbid the strike or lockout 
where it conflicts with an agreement made between employers mouu] r 
and employes, where it violates an arbitration award, where it! mystery" 
involves a railroad or other public utility and there has been 
' 


no refusal of arbitration, where there has not been due notice 
of dissatisfaction and a reasonable period for discussion, where 
there is no direct trade dispute between the parties concerned 
and where the strike or lockout is Mended to enforce the closed 
or open shop. 


It may be prophesied that there will be a'hot debate over this 


bill. Most of its provisions, perhaps all of them, are debatable. 
It does not seem likely to pass. It is valuable, however, be- 
cause of the discussion it arouses and because it is a pioneer 
effort to solve one of the-biggest problems in America. 


Some day, when industry has developed farther and cap- 


italists and workers have grown calmer and wiser, we may 
have such questions covered by legislation as a matter of
